Ottawa, July 18th——There have been 
important developments in the last 
few days in relation to three pieces of 
legislation passed last session. App- 
ointments have been made to the De- 
fence Purchasing Board, to the Direc- 
torate of the Centra) Mortgage Bank, 
and to the Salt Fish Board. ‘This 
means that there will be no delay in 


getting these organizations into oper-' 


ation 
New Defence Purchasing Board 
The members of the Defence Pur: | 
chasing Board are R. C. Vaughan, vice | 
president of Canadian National Rail- 
ways, temporary chairman, 


Sherman, head of a steel firm of Ham- ; 


ilton, C. E. Gravel, director of several 
companies, and H. B. Chase, chief offi- 
cial in Canada of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. This board 
which will soon set up its offices at 
Ottawa, will make all contracts for 
supplies and equipment for Canada’s 
National defence. This refers to all 
contracts in which more than five 
thousand dollars is involved The 
department of national defence will 
requisition the board for certain arm- 
aments; and the board will issue ten- 
ders for their supply. There may be 
occasions when it is considered in the 
public interest that the system of ask- 
ing for tenders is not in the public in- 
terest. If contracts are let without 
tender, it is provided that profits shall 
not exceed five per cent. If the pro- 
fits are higher, the extra amount 15 
paid to the government in taxes. In 
addition to negotiating actual con- 
tracts the board will supervise their 
performance as well as other  con- 
tracts now being executed. With the 
national defence department the 
board will examine Canada’s require- 
ments and survey the facilities of Can- 
adian factories to supply these needs, 
As far as possible Canadian industry 
and labor will be used in the equip- 
ment of Canada’s defences, Should the 
case arise where it is deemed neces- 
sary to order something outside, the 
reasons will be explained by the 
board to the minister of finance, 

Directors of Central Mortgage Bank— 

On the 14th of July the new central 
mortgage bank act was _ proclaimed. 
Before the act came into operation 
three directors were appointed to the 
new bank which will aim at bringing 
the mortgage structure of the Domin- 
fon, in farm and urban districts to a 
more uniform standard in relation to 
interest rates and the relative value 
of mortgages to the value of property 
they cover. The directors named are 
P. A. Chester of Winnipeg, F. W. Weg- 
enast, K, C. of Brampton, Ontario and 
J. A. Brilliant of Rimouski, Quebec, 
The executive officers will be 
same as those of the bank of Canada, 
Graham Towers, the governor and 
Donald Gordon, deputy governor, as- 
suming similar functions in the new 
bank. Dr W. C. Clark, deputy minister 
of finance will also be on the director- 
ate of the mortgage bank. 

The purposes of the bank are’ two- 
fold; to solve the immediate problem 
of excessive and harassing indebtness 
and to bring about a permanent im. 
provement in mortgage lending pract 
ises, through making mortgage credit 
available on a more flexible and equit- 
able basis. The rates to rule hereatter 
through adjustment, on farm mort- 
gages will be five per cent, and on ur- 
ban mortgages of prescribed size tive 
and a half per cent. Arrears of inter- 
est up to two years back are to be 
written off, and mortgage principals 
to be adjusted to eighty per cent of 
appraised values of properties, Lend- 
ing companies becoming members of 
the bank will have money available 
from the bank for lending on mort- 
gages, the rates of interest to be 
charged on these mortgages being not 
more than two per cent above’ the 
yield on long term government bonds. 
The government and the lending com- 
panies will absorb the losses caused 
by the adjustment of principal and 
back interest on a fifty-fifty basis. 
The New Salt Fish Board— 

The salt fish industry which has suf- 
fered through competition of countries 
which have been subsidizing the ex- 
port of salt fish, will receive govern- 
ment assistance through a board of 
three men just appointed, Meetings of 
this board have been arranged. The 
board consists of Dr D. B. Finn’ of

LEONARDO DA VINCI 


LEONARDO DA VINCI is” perhaps 
the most resplendent figure in the 
history of the human race. In person, 
distinguished and strong; in bearing, 
generous and gentle; in intellect, a 
giant; in art, the most perfect paint- 
er who ever held a brush, he stands 
so tar above the ordinary mortal that 
his name, for centuries, has signified 
Jess a man than a legend, less an art- 
ist than a magician.
